BROADLY speaking. an I. C. S. Course includes evervthing that the student receives from the 
time he reads an advertisement that prompts him to study. or talks with an I. C. S. Field 
Man who inspires him to seck a better career. until the time he receives his diploma.

l. Inspiration and encouragement for a chosen career with practical vocational coun- 
sel by Field Men and Faculty Members.
